.small trader, heen so well off as in this 
country and at the present time. There

only on condition of conferring; Im- 
mense incidental benefits upon others. 
Successful enterprise, of the type which 
benefits all mankind, can only exist If 
the contltions are snelv as to offer great 
prices as the rewards of success. 


The captains of industry who have 


driven the railway systems across this 
continent, who have built up our com- 
merce, who have developed cur manu- 
factures, have on the whole done great 
good to our people. Without them the 
material development of which we are 
so justly proud could never liave taken 
place. Moreover, we should recognize 
the immense importance to this ma- 
terial development of leaving- as un- 
hampered as is compatible, with the 
public good the strong and .forceful 
men upon whom the success of busi- 
ness operations inevitably rests. The 
slightest study of business conditions 
will satisfy any one capable of forming 
a judgment that the personal equatlvn 
is the most important factor in a busi- 
ness operation; that the business abil- 
ity of the man at the head of any busi- 
ness concern, biff or little, is usually 
the factor which fixes the frulf between 
striking success and hopeless failure.

The mechansim of modern business 


5 so delicate thnt extreme care must 
>e taken not to interfere with it in a 
plvit of rashness or ignorance. Many 
f those who have made it their voca- 
ion to denounce the great industrial 
ombinations, which are popularly, al- 
hough 
with 
technical 
inaccuracy. 


nown as "trusts," appeal especially to 
atred and fear. 
These are precisely 


le two emotions, particularly when 
ombined with ignorance, which unfit 
ion for the exercise of cool and steady 


judgment. In facing 
new industrial 


condtions, the whole history of 
the 


world shows that legislation will gen- 
erally be both unwise and ineffective, 
unless undertaken after calm inquiry 
and with sober self-restraint. 
Much 


of the legislation directed, at the trusts 
would have 
be?n 
exceedingly mis- 


chievous had it not also been entirely 
Ineffective?. In accordance with a wel- 
known sociological law, the ignorant or 
reckless agitator has been the reallv 
effective friend of the evils which he 
lias been nominally opposing. In deal- 
ing with business interests, 
for the 


Government to undertake by crude and 
ill-considered legislation to do 
what 


may turn out to be bad, would be to in- 
cur the risk of such far-reaching na- 
tional disaster that it would be prefer- 
able to undertake nothing at all. The 
men who demand the impossible or the 
undesirable serve as tlie allies of the 
forces with which they are nominally 
at war, for they hamper those* who 
would endeavor to find out in rational 
fashion what the wrongs really are and 


practice proved impossible to get ade- 
quate regulation through 
State 
ac- 


tion. Therefore, in the interest of the 
whole people, the nation should, with- 
out interfering with the power of the 
States in the matter itself, also assume 
power of supervision and regulation 
over all corporations doing an inter- 
state business. This is especially true 
where the corporation derives a por- 
tion of its wealth from ihe existence of 
some monopolistic element or tendeuc> 
in^ its business. 
There should be no 


hardship in such supervision; banks 
are subject to it, and in their case it is 
MOW accepted as a. simple matter of 
course. 
Indeed, it is probable that 


supervision of corporations by the na- 
tional Government need not go so far 
as is now the case with the supervsion 
exercised over them by so conservative 
a State as Massachusetts, in order to 
produce excellent results. 


LKAVES IT TO CONGRESS. 


When the constitution was adopted, 
at the end of the eighteenth century, 
no human wisdom could foretell the 
sweeping changes, alike in industrial 
and political conditions, which were to 
take place by the beginning of 
the 


twentieth century. At that time it was 
accepted as a matter of course that the 
everai States wore the proper authori- 
ties to regulate, so far as was then nec- 
essary, the comparatively 'insignificant 
and strictly localized corporate bodies 
of the day. The conditions are mw 
wholly different and wholly different 
action is caled for. I believe that a 
:aw can be framed whk-li will enable 
the rational "government to exercise 
control along the lines above indi- 
cated; 
profiting by 
the experience 


gained through the passage and ad- 
ministration of the 
interstate com- 


merce act. If, however, the judgment 
of the Congress is that it lacks Uie 
constitutional power to pass such an 
net, then a constitutional amendment 
should be submitted to 
confer

power.

THERE ARE GRA^7E EVILS. 


All this is true; and yet it is also true 
that there are real and grave evils, 
one of the chief feeing- over-capitaliza- 
tion, because of its many baleful con- 
sequences; and a resolute and prac- 
tical effort must be made to correct 
these evils. 


There is widespread conviction in 
the minds of the .American people that 
the great corporations known as trusts 
are In cm-tain of their features and 
tendencies hurtful to the general wel- 
fare. 
This springs from no spirit of 


envy or uncharitableness, ncr lack of 
pride in the great industrial achieve- 
ments that have placed this country at 
the head of the nations struggling for 
commercial supremacy. 
It does not 
rest upon a, lack of intellig-ent appreci- 
ation of the 
changes and 
necessity 
of 
meeting 


changed conditions of 
trade with new methods, nor upon ig- 
norance of the fact that combination 
of capital in the- effort to acmomplisr 
great things is necessary when 
the 


world's progress demands that grea 
thing-s be done. It is based upon sin- 
cere conviction that combination and 
concentration should he, not prohibited 
but supervised and within reasonable 
imits controlled; and in my judgmem 
this conviction is right. 


MUST TEI.T., THE TRUTH. 


It is no limitation upon 
property 
rights of, freedom of contract to require 
hat when men receive from govern- 
ment the privilege of doing business 
under corporate form, which frees them 
rora individual responsibility, and en- 
ibles them to call into their enter- 
prises the capital of the public, they 
shall flo so upon absolutely truthful 
epresentations as to the value of the 
property in which the capital is to be 
nvested. 
Corporations 
engaged 
in 
nterstate commerce should be regu- 
ated if they are found to exercise a 
icense working to the public injury. 
It should be as much the aim of those 
who seek for social betterment to rid 
the business world of crimes of cun- 
ning as to rid the entire body politic 
of crimes of violence. Great corpora-' 
tionsff exist only 
because 
they 
are 


created- and safeguarded by our insti- 
tutions; and it is therefore our right 
and our duty to see that they work in 
harmony with these institutions. 


SUPERVISION^ 


GREAT TRUSTS. 


' The first essential in determining 
how to deal with the great industrial 
combinations is knowledge of the facts 
—publicity. In the interest of the pub- 
lic, 
the Government should have the 


right to inspect and examine the work- 
ings of the great corporations engaged 
in interstate business. Publicity is 
the only sure remedy which we can 
now invoke. What further 
remedies 


are needed in the way of governmental 
regulation, or taxation, can only be de- 
termined after publicity has been ob- 
tained, by process of law, and in the 
course of administration. 
The 
first 
requisite is knowledge, full and com- 
plete—knowledge which may be made 
public to the world. Artificial bodies, 
such as corporations and joint stock or 
other 
associations, 
depending 
upon 
iny statutory law for. their existence or 
irivlleges. should he. subject to proper 
governmental supervision, and full and 
accurate information as to their opera- 


There should be created a. Cabinet 


officer, to be known as Secretary of 
Commerce and Industries, as provided 
in the bill introduced at the last ses- 
sion of the Congress. It should be his 
province to deal with commerce in its 
broadest sense; including among many 
other things whatever concerns labor 
and all matters affecting 
the 
great 


business corporations and our merch- 
ant marine. 


The course proposed is one phase of 


v,hat should be a comprehensive and 
far-reaching scheme of constructive 
statemanship for the purpose of broad- 
ening our markets, securing our busi- 
ness interests on a safe biisis and mak- 
ing firm our new position in the inter- 
national 
industrial 
world; 
whil 


scrupulously safeguarding the right 
of wage-worker and capitalist, of in 
vestor and private citizen, so as to se 
cure equity between man and man in 
this republic. 


FARMER AND WAGE-WORKER. 
With the sole exception-of farming 


interest, no one 
matter is 
of sue: 


vital moment to our whole people a 
the welfare of the wage-workers. 
I 
the farmer and the wage-worker are 
well oft', it is absolutely certain that al 
others will be well off too. It is there 
fore a matter for hearty congratulatioi 
that on the whole wages are higher to 
day in the United States, thnn ever he 
fore in our history, and far highe 
than in any other country. The stand 
fird of living is also higher than eve 
before. 
TSvery effort of legislator am 
administrator should be bent to secun 
the permanency of thi= condition c: 
things and its improvement wherever 
possible. 


CONTRACT LABOR. 


Not only must our labor be protected 


by the tariff, hut it should also be pro- 
tected so far as it is possible from the 
presence in this country of any labor- 
ers brought over by contract, or of 
those who, coming .freely, yet repre- 
sent a standard of living so depressed 
that they can undersell our men in the 
labor market and drag them to a lower 
level. I regard it as necessary, with 
this enfl in view, to re-enact immedi- 
ately 
the 
law 
excluding Chinese 
laborers nnd to strengthen it where- 
ever necessary in order to make its 
enforcement entirely effective. 


CONVICT LABOR. 


The National Government should 
demand the highest quality of service 
from its employes; and in return it 
should be a good employer. If possible, 
legislation should be passed, in connec- 
tion with the Interstate commerce law, 
which will render effective ihe efforts 
of different States to do away with the 
competition of convict contract labor 
in the open labor market. So far as 
practicable under the 
conditions of 


government work, provision should be 
made to render the enforcement of the 
eight-hour law easy and certain. In all 
industries carried on directly or in- 
directly for the United States Govern- 
ment women and children should he 
protected 
from excessive; hours of 
labor, from night work and from work 
under 
unsanitary 
conditions. 
Trhe 
Government should provide in its con- 
tracts that all work should be dorie 
under "fair" conditions, and in addition 
to setting a high standard should up^ 
hold it by proper inspection, extending if 
necessary to the sub-contractors. TVe 
Government should forbid 
all 
night 


work for women and children, as well 
as excessive overtime. For the Dis- 
trict of Columbia a good factory law 
should be passed; and as a powerful 
indirect aid to such 
laws, 
provision 
should be made to turn the inhabited 
alleys, the existence of "which is a re- 
proach to our capital city, into minor 
streets, where the inhabitants can live 
under conditions favorable to health 
and morals. 
American wage-workers work with 
:heir heads as well as their hands. 
Moreover, they take a. keen pride- in 
what they are doing; so that, inde- 
pendent of the reward, they wish to 
.urn out a perfect job. 
This is the 
great secret of our success in compe- 
tition with the labor of foreign coun-

SOCIAL CONDITIONS. 


The most vital problem with which 


this country, and for that matter the 
whole civilized world, has to deal, is 
he problem which has for one side the 
betterment of social conditions, moral 
and physical., in large cities, and for 
another side the effort to deal with 
that tangle of far-reaching questions 
vhich we group together 
when 
we 


speak of "labor.". The chief factor in 
he success of each1 man—wage-worker, 
armer and capitalist alike—must ever

f.nd act sanely as American citizens. 
This would not keep out all anarchists, 
for many of them Ijeloug to the in- 
telligent criminal clnsja. But it would 
do \\hat is also in point, that is, tend 
to decrease fhe sum of ignorance, so 
potent in producing the envy, suspic- 
ion, malignant passion and hatred of 
ord,er, otit of which anarchistic senti- 
ment inevitably spring;:. 
'Finally, all 
persons should be excluded who are 
below a certain standard of economic 
fitness to enter onr industrial fields as 
competitors 
w i t h 
American 
labor. 


There should be proper proof of per- 
sonal capacity to earn an American 
living and enough money to insure a 
decent start under 
American 
--on- 


dltinns. This would stop the influx of 
ohO'^p labor, and the resulting compe- 
tition -which gives rise to so much of 
bitterness in .American industrial lifr?; 
and it vould dry up the springs oE the 
pestilential social conditions in 
our 
groat cities, where anarchistic organ- 
izations have their greatest possibility 
of growth.

Subject lo this proviso of the proper 


protection necessary to our industria! 
well being at home, the principle oC 
reciprocity must command cur hearty 
support. 
The phenomenal growth of 


our export trade emphasizes tlie ur- 
gency of the need for wider markets 
and tor n liberal policy in dealing with 
foreign nations. 
Whatever is merely 


petty and vexatious in the

trade restrictions should be avoided.

COLLECTION OF DUTIES. 


The collections from duties on im- 


ports and ir.ternal taxes continue to 
exceed the ordinary expenditures of 
the Government, thanks mainly to the 
reduced army expenditures. 
The "ut- 


I most care should be taken not to re- 
duce the revenues so that there will be 
any possibility of a deficit; but, after 
providing against any such conting- 
ency, means should be adopted which 
'.vil bring revenues more nearly within 
the limit of our actual needs. 
In his 


report to the Congress the Secretary of 
the Treasury considers all these ques- 
tions at length, and I ask your atten- 
tion to the need of strict economy in 
expenditures. 
The fact that our na- 


tional needs forbid us to be niggardly 
in 
providing 
whatever 
is 
actually 


necessary to onr well being, should 
make us doubly careful to husband our 
national resources, ns each oi: us hus- 
bands his private resources, by scrupu- 
lous avoidance of anything like waste- 
ful or reckless expenditure. 
Only by 


avoidance of spending money on what 
is needless or unjustifiable 
can 
~we 


legitimately keep our income to the 
point required to meet our needs that 
are genuine. 


1NTF.RSTA TE RAILWAYS. 


In 1SS7 a measure war/; enacted for 


the regulation of interstate railways, 
commonly known as 
the 
Interstate 


Commerce Act. The cardinal provis- 
ions of that act were that railway- 
rates should be. just and reasonable, 
and that all shippers, localities, and 
commodities should be accorded equal 
treatment. A commission was created 
and endowed with what were supposed 
to be the necessary powers to execute 
the provisions of this act. 


LAW AN EXPERIMENT. 


That law was largely an experiment. 


Experience has shown the wisdom of 
its pui'poses, but has also shown, poss- 
ibly that some of its requirements are 
wrong', certainly that the means devised 
for the enforcement of its provisions 
are defective. Those who complain of 
the management cf the railways allege 
that established rates are not main- 
tained; that rebates and similar de- 
vices are habitually resorted to; that 
these preferences are usually in favor 
of the long shipper; that they drive 
out of business the smaller competi- 
tor; that while many rates are too low, 
many others are excessive; and that 
gross preferences arc nmde, affecting 
both localities and commodities, Upon 


maintain 
high level of our present 


perpetuation of forests by use. Forest 
protection is not an end of itself; it is 
a means to increase and sustain the 
resources of our country and the in- 
dustries which depend upon them. The 
preservation of onr forests is an im- 
perative business necessity. Wo have 
come to see clearly th.it whatever de- 
stroys the forest, except to make way 
for agriculture, thieatens our well-be- 
ing-.The practical usefulness of the na- 
tional 
forest reserves to the mining, 


grazing, irrigation and other interests 
of the regions in which the reserves 
lie has led to a widespread demand by 
the people of the West for their protec- 
tion and extension. 
The forest 
re- 


serves will inevitably be of still great- 
er use in the future than in the past. 
Additions should be made 
to 
them 
whenever practicable, and their useful- 
ness should be increased by a thor- 
oughly business-like management. 


At present the protection of the for- 


est reserves rests with the General 
Land Office, the mapping and descrip- 
tion of their timber with the United 
States 
Geological 
Survey, and 
the 


preparation of plans for their conserva- 
tive use with the Bureau of Forestry, 
which is also charged with the general 
advancement of practical forestry Ji 
the United 
States.

the Navy. • 
The wise administration of 
forest 


reserves will be not less helpful to the 
interests which, depend on water than 
to those which depend on wood and 
grass. 
The water supply itself de- 


pends upon the forest. 
In the arid re- 


gion it is water, not land, which meas- 
ures production. 
The v;estern half of 


the United States would sustain a pop- 
ulation greater than that or our whole 
country""toda:.- if the waters that 
now- 


home markets and the trade of Asia 
will consume the larger food supplies 
and effectually prevent Western compe- 
tition with Eastern agriculture. 
In- 
deed, the products of irrigation will be 
consumed chiefly in upbuilding local 
centers of mining and other industry, 
which would otherwise not come into 
existence at all. 
Our people as 
a 


whole will profit, for successful home- 
making is but another name for the 
upbuilding of the nation. 
The 
nec-eisary foundation has til- 
ready been laid for the inauguration of 
the policy just described. It would be 
unwise to begin -by doing too much, 
for 
a. great deal will doubtless be 


learned, hoth as to what can and what 
cannot 
be safely 'attempted, by the 


early efforts, which must of necessity 
be 
partly experimental in ehara-eter. 
At the very -beginning the 
Govern- 


ment Should make clear, beyond s-had- 
ow 
of doubt, its intention to pursue 


this 
policy on lines of the T>roa.dest 


public interest. No reservoir or canal 
should ever be built to satisfy selfish 
personal or local interests; but only in 
'accordance with -the advice of trained 
experts, 
after long investigation has 


.shown the locality 'Where all the condi- 
tions: c.ouibine to make the .-work most 
needed and fraught with fhe greatest 
usefulness 
to 
the community as 


whole. There s-ho.uid be no 
extrava- 


g-ancc, and 'the believers in the need of 
irrigation will most benefit their cause 
by seeing to it that it is free from the 
least taint of excessive or reckless ex- 
penditure of 'the public moneys. 


Whatever the Nation does for the ex- 


tension of irrigation should harmonize 
'with, 'and tend to improve, the condi- 
tion of .'those now Ihing on irrigated 
land. We are not at the starting point 
of this development. Over two hun- 
dred millions of private capital iha.s al- 
ready been expended in the construc- 
tion 
of 
irrigation 'Works, and many 


million acres of arid land reclaimed. A 
high degree of enterprise and a:biltty 
-has been shown in the work itself: -but 
as much cannot be said in reference to 
the laws relating thereto. The seeur- 
itv and value of the 'homes 'created de-

ial, 
and the opportunity to do remuner- 
ative work is one of the surest prevent- 
ives of war. 
Of course no business man 
will go to the Philippines unless it is 
his Interest to do so; and It Is immense- 
ly to the Interest of the Islands that he 
should go in. It Is therefore necessary 
that the Congress should pass laws by 
which the resources of the islands can 
3e developed; so that franchises (for lim- 
ted terms of years) can be granted to 
companies doing business in them, and 
every encouragement be given to the in- 
coming of business men of every kind. 


Not to permit this is to do a wrong to 
the Philippines. The franchises must be 
granted and the business permitted only 
inder regulations which will guarantee 
the Islands against any kind of improper 
exploitation. But thfl vast natural wealth 
of the Islands must be developed, and the 
capital willins to develop it must be giv- 
en the opportunity.

fullest, and widest sen.se, the gain to the 
Government 
has been 
immense. 
The 
navy-yards and postal service illustrate, 
probably "better than any other branches 
of the Government, the great gain in 
economy, efficiency and honesty due to 
the enforcement of this principle. 


'CLASSIFIED SYSTEM. 


I recommend 
the passage 
oC a. law 


•which will extend the classified service to 
the- District of Columbia, or will at least 
enable the President thus to extend it. 
3n my judgment alt laws providing lor the 
temporary employment of clerks should 
hereafter contain a provision t-hat they 
be selected under the Civil Service Law. 
Is is important to have this system ob- 
tain at home, but it is even more import- 
ant to havu it applied rigidly in our in- 
.sular i>os.sessions. Xot an office should be 
Jilled In the Philippines or Porto Kieo 
•with any regard to the man's partisan 
affiliations or services, with any regurcl 
to the political, social or personal inliu- 
ence which he may havi- at his command; 
in short, heed should be paid to absolute- 
ly nothing save the man's own character 
and capacity and the needs of the ser- 
vice. 
The administration of these 
islands 
fchoukl be as wholly free from the sus- 
picion ot partisan politics an the admin- 
istration of the Army 
iind Navy. 
All 
that we- ask from the public servant in 
the Philippines or Porto Kico is that he 
reHect honor on his country by the way 
in which he makes that country's rule a 
benefit to the peoples who 
liave come 


u:ir!er it. This is all that we should ask, 
nml we cannot, afford to be content wiih 
lu.ss. 
The merit system Is simply one method 


of securing honest and efficient adminis- 
tration of the Government.; and in the 
long run the sole jusiitication ot" any type 
of government lie* in its proving itself 
both, honest and efficient. 
The consular .service Is now organised 


under the provisions of a law pasneu in 
l.S«ti, which is entirely inadcniuai o to ex- 
isting conditions. The interest Khovn by 
so many commercial bintie.s throughout 
the country in the iv.or;.:,-,'iHi'/.atlon of the 
service is heartily commended 
to your 


attention. 
Several bills pruvkllng for a 
new consular service have iu recent years 
been submitted to the Congress. 
They 


fire h.'isefl upon the ju.st principle that ap- 
pointments to the servicL- should be made 
only after a practical test of the appli- 
cant's ntnoss, that promotions should be 
frm'ernod by trustworthiness, adaptability 
and zeal in the porl'ormanoo or" duty, and 
that the tenure of office should be un- 
affected by partisan considerations. 
The guardianship and fostering of our 
rapidly expanding foreign commerce, the 
protection of American citizens resorting 
to foreign countries in lawful pursuit of 
their affairs, and the maintenance of- the 
dignity of the Nation abroad, combine to 
make'it essential that our consuls should 
bo men of character, knowledge and en- 
terprise. 
Tt is true that the service is 
now, in the main, efficient, but a stand- 
ard of exr-ellonce cannot be permanently 
maintained until the principles set forth 
In the bills heretofore submitted to the 
Congress on this subject: are enacted into 
law. 


TH"K INDIAN. 


Tn my judgment the time has arrived 
when we should definitely make up our 
minds to recognize the Indian us an Indi- 
vidual and not as a member of a tribo. 
The General Allotment Act Is a mighty 
pulverizing; engine to break up the tribal 
mass. 
It acts directly upon the family 
and the individual. 
Under its provisions 
some sixty thousand Indians have, 
al- 
ready become 
citizens of the 
United 
Slates. 
"U'e should now break up the 
tribal funds, doing for them what allot- 
ment does for the tribal lands: that Is, 
they should be divided into individual 
holdings. There will be a transition per- 
iod during which the funds will in many 
cases have to bo held in trust. This Is 
the case also with the 
lands. 
A stoo 
should be put upon the indiscriminate 
permission to Indians to lease their al- 
lotments. 
The e'tort .should be steadily 
mado to make the Indian work like any 
other man on his own ground. The mar- 
riage laws of the Indians should be maae 
the same as those of the whiles. 


IN" TH1C SCHOOLS. 


In the schools the education should be 
elementary and largely industrial. 
The 
need of higher education among the In- 
dians is very, very limited. On the reser- 
vations care should be taken to try to 
Ftiit the teaching to the needs ot: the par- 
ticular Indian. There is no UBC in at- 
tempting to Induce agriculture in a coun- 
try suited only for cattle raising, wh^ro 
th'e Indian should be made a stock grow- 
er. The ration system, which is merely 
the corral and the reservation system, 
Is highly detrimental to the Indians. "It 
promotes 
beggary, perpetuates 
pauper- 


Ism, 
and stifles industry. Tt Is an effect- 
ual barrier to progress. It must continue 
to a greater or less degree as long as 
tribes are herded on reservations and have 
everything 
in 
common. The 
Indians 
should be treated as an individual—like 
the white man. 
During the change of 
treatment inevitable hardships will occur; 
every effort should be made to minimize 
these hardships; but we should not be- 
catiso 
of thorn 
hesitate to makft 
the 
change. 
There should bo a • continuous 
reduction in thn number of agencies. 


Tr. dealing with the aboriginal races few 
things are more important than to pre- 
serve thorn from the terrible physical and 
moral degradation 
resulting from 
the 
liquor trafi'ic. Wo are doing all we can 
to save our own Indian tribes from this 
evil. 
"Wherever by international agree- 
ment this same end can be attained as 
regards races \vhero we do not nossess 
exclusive control, every effort should be 
made" to bring it about.

It Ocsorves al! the encouragement that 
can be given it. The managers of the 
Charleston Exposition have requested the

Government exhibits which have been at 
Eu:falo, promising to pay the necessary 
expanses, I have taken the responsibility 
ot directing that this be done, for I feel 
that it is due to Charleston to helo her 
in her praiseworthy effort. 
In my opin- 


ion the management should not be re- 
quired to pay all these expenses, I earn- 
estly recommend that the Congress ap- 
propriate at once the small sum necessary 
for this purpose. 


PAN AMERICAN. 


The Pan-American Exposition at Buf- 


falo has ju.st closed. Both from the in- 
dustrial and thf> artistic standpoint this 
Exposition has been in a high 
degree 
creditable and useful, not merely to Buf- 
falo but to the United States. The ter- 
rible tragedy of the President's assassi- 
nation, interfered 
materially with 
Us 
being a financial success. 
The Exposi- 
tion was peculiarly in harmony with the 
trend of our public policy, because it rep- 
resented an effort to bring into 
closer 


touch all 
the peoples 
of 
the Western 
He mi.sphere, and give them an increasing 
sense of unity. Such an effort was a gen- 
uine service to the entire American pu 13- 
Hr. 


The advancement of the highest inter- 
ests of national science and learning and 
thn custody of objects of art and of the 
valuable results of scientific expeditions 
conducted by the Unittd States have been 
committed to the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, lu furtherance of its declared pur- 
pose—for the "increase and diffusion of 
knowledge among 
men"—the 
Congress 
has Irom time to time given it other im- 
portant functions. Such trusts have boon 
executed by the Institution with notable 
h'.fciuy. 
'J iiL-rc should be no halt in the 
work 
oC the 
Institution, in accordance 


with the plans which its Secretary has 
pros, en ted, for the preservation of the 
vanishing races of great North American 
animals in the National Zoological Park. 
The urgent needs of the National Museum 
are recommended to the favorable consid- 
eration of the Congress. 


EDUCATIONAL MOVEMENT. 


Perhaps the most characteristic educa- 
tional movement of the past fifty years 
is that which has created the modern 
public library and developed it into broad 
and active service. There are now over 
live 
thousand public 
libraries 
in the 


United States, the product of this period. 
In addition 
to accumulating 
material, 
they are also striving by organization, by 
improvement in method, and by co-opera- 
tion, to .give greater efficiency to the ma- 
terial they hold, to make iu mol'e widely 
useful, and by avoidance of unnecessary 
duplication in process, to reduce the cost 
of its administration. 
In these efforts they naturally look for 
assistance to the Federal Library, which, 
though still the Library of Congress, and, 
so entitled, iw the one national library of 
the United States. 
Already the largest 
single collection of books on the Western 
Hemisphere, and certain to increase more 
rapidly than any other through purchase, 
exchange, and the operation of the copy- 
right law, this library has a unique op- 
portunity to render to the libraries of this 
country—to American scholarship—service 
OL' the highest importance, it is housed 
in a building wnich is the largest 
and 
most magnificent yet erected for library 
uses. Resources are now being provided 
which will develop the collection properly, 
equip it with the apparatus and service 
necessary to its effective use, render itfi 
bibliographic work widely available, and 
enable it to become, not merely a center 
of research, but the chief factor In great 
co-operative efforts for the diffusion of 
knowledge and the advancement of learn- 
ing. 


CENSUS OFFICE. 


For the sake ot good administration, 
sound economy, and the advancement oil 
science, the. Census Office as now consti- 
tuted should be made a permanent Gov- 
ernment bureau. This would insure bet- 
ter, cheaper, and more satisfactory work, 
in the interest not only of our business 
but of statistic, economic and social sci- 
ence.

The remarkable growth o£ the postal 


service is shown in,the fact that its rev- 
enues have clgubled and its expenditures 
have nearly doubled within twelve years. 
Its progressive development compels con- 
stantly increasing outlay, but in this per- 
iod of business energy and prosperity its 
receipts grow ' so much faster than Its 
expenses that the annual deficit has been 
stenrlUy reduced from $11,411,779 in 1&97 to 
?3,D2S,7-7 in 1901. Among recent postal ad- 
vances, the success of rural free delivery 
wherever established has been so marked, 
and actual experience has made its bene- 
fits so plain, that thp. demand for its ex- 
tension is general and urgent. 


It is jiTst thai the great agricultural 


population should share in the improve- 
ment of the service. The number of rural 
routes now in operation is 6,009, practical- 
ly all established within three.years, and 
there are 6,000 applications awaiting ac- 
tion. Tt is expected that the number in 
operation at the close of the current fiscal 
year will reach S.600. The mall will then 
be daily carried to the doors of 5,700,000 of 
our people who have heretofore bften de- 
pendent upon distant offices, and one- 
third of all that portion of the country 
which is adapted to it will be covered by 
this kind of service. 
The full measure 
of postal progress 
which might be realized has long been 
hampered and obstructed 
by the heavy 
burden 
imposed 
on 
the- 
Government 
through the intrenched and well-under- 
stood abuses which have grown up in 
connection with second-class mail mat- 
ter. The extent of this burden appears 
when it is stated that while the second- 
class matter maK.es nearly three-fifths of 
the weight of all the mail, it paid for the 
last fiscal year only $4,294,445 of the aggre- 
gate postal revenue of $111,631,193. It" the 
pound rate of postage, which produces the 
large loss thus entailed, and which was 
fixed by the Congress with the purpose 
ot encouraging the dissemination of pub- 
lic information, were limited to the legiti- 
mate newspapers and periodicals actually 
contemplated by the law, no just excep- 
tion could be taken. That expense would 
lie the recognized and accepted cost o£ a 
liberal public policy deliberately adopted 
for a justifiable end. 
But much of tin? 
matter which enjoys the privileged rate is 
wholly outside of the intent of the law, 
and has secured admission only through 
an evasion of Its requirements or through 
lax construction. The proportion of -such 
wrongly included matter is estimated by 
postal experts to be one-half of the 
volume of second-class mail.

OUR INTERESTS 


WITH CHINA. 


Owing to the rapid growth of our power 


and our interests on the Pacific, what- 
ever happens in China must toe of the 
keenest national concern to us. 


The general terms of the settlement of 


the questions growing out of the anti- 
fnreign uprising's in China of 1900, hav- 
ing toeen formulated in a joint note ad- 
dressed to China by the representatives 
of the injured powers in December last, 
were promptly accepted by the Chinese 
government. 
After 
protracted 
confer- 


ences, the plenipotentiaries of the sev- 
eral powers were able to sign a final 
protocol with 
the Chinese 
plenipoten- 


tiaries on the 7th of last September, set- 
ting forth the measures taken *by China 
in compliance with the demands of the 
joint note, and expressing their satisfac- 
tion therewith. It will be laid before the 
Congress, with a report of the plenipo- 
tentiary on behalf of the United States, 
Mr. AVilliam Woodville Rockhill, to whom 


the control of its navigation. 
in the 
same line of commercial advantages a 
revision o£ the present tariff on imports 
has been assented to for the purpose of 
substituting specific for ad valorem du- 
ties, Jind an expert has been sent abroad 
on the part of the United States to assist 
in this work. A list of the articles to re- 
main 1'ree of duty, including Hour, cereals, 
and rice, gold and silver coin and. bullion, 
has also toeeri agreed upon in the settle- 
ment. 
During these troubles our Government 
has unswervingly advocated moderation, 
and has materially 
aided in 
bringing 
about an adjustment which tends to en- 
hance the welfare of China and to lead 
to a more benelicial intercourse between 
the Empire and'the modern world; while 
In the critical period of revolt and mas- 
sacre we did our full share in safeguard- 
ing life and property, restoring order, and 
vindicating the national 
interest 
and 
honor. 
It behooves us to continue in. 
these paths, doing what lies in our power 
to foster feelings of good will, and leav- 
ing no effort untried to work out the 
great policy of full and fair intercourse 
between China and the nations, on a foot- 
ing of equal rights and advantages to 
all. 
"SVe advocate the "open door" with 
all that it implies; not merely the pro- 
curement of enlarged commercial oppor- 
tunities on the coasts, but access to the 


. interior by the waterways with 
which 


I China has 
been so extraordinarily t'a- 
vonul. 
Onlv by bringing the people of 
China into peaceful and friendly 
com- 
munity of trade with all the peoples of 
the earth can the work now auspiciously 
begun be carried to fruition.
